ASKING roil JUSTICE. 

Another Orgnnixntion in Man- 
itoba Demands Relief 
from Oppression. 

Winnipeo, Nov. 27.— The Manitoba 
and northwest farmers' unions organized 
u branch yesterday. It is largo and in- 
fluential and represents a gathering of all 
political stripes. Universal unanimity pro- 
vailed and there was concerted fiction to 
secure redress of grievances under which 
settlors are being crushed. Following is 
an extract from one of t ho speeches. It 
contains the substance of tho discussion, 
and represents the feeling of the meeting. 
"We meet together to make a solemn, 
united vigorous protest against the policy 
of the Dominion Government towards the 
province. When Manitoba, entered the 
confederation it was on the condition that 
she should enjoy oipiftl rights and privi- 
leges with every other member of tho 
Dominion. Have wo enjoyed, are we 
enjoying said rights and privileges to- 
day'/ I answer no. Every province ex- 
cept Manitoba has control of its lands, 
timber and minerals which solely benefit 
those provinces. This right is denied 
Manitoba alone. All she receives is a pal- 
try subsidy which is barely siiltieient to 
pay a twentieth part it costs to administer 
the affairs of the province. Again, a most 
groviouB burden has been imposed upon 
us in the shape of increased duty on agri- 
cultural implements. If agricultural ma- 
chinery is wanted in any part of the world 
it is urgently wanted here. Our paternal 
government has taken advantage of our 
necessity to appease us with an iniquitous 
imposition. What is the result I Strug- 
gling pioneers of this country are already 
on the verge of bankruptcy, if not of ut- 
ter ruin. Another form of imposition 
which line been inflicted on us is the hid- 
eous railway monopoly which is to bind us 
up hand and foot for twenty years. The 
vetoing of local railway charters is one of 
the most shameful instances of tyranny 
ever imposed upon a freo people. What 
is the remedy for this state of things ] 
Wo must have control of the trade rela 
tion with foreign powers and no mono- 
poly. We must have justice for Manito- 
ba. It is all very well to talk of loyalty 
to the Dominion. Wo must bo loyal to 
ourselves and families, and I fail to see 
how we can be loyal to ourselves if we 
any longer submit to tho arbitrary, de- 
spotic government by which we are at 
present controlled. 1 should be sorry to 
see England despoiled of any part of her 
provinces, but if the oppressive rule at 
Ottawa is continued, I swear the secession 
of this province from the Dominion of 
Canada is inevitable. 

A resolution was passed similar to the 
platform adoptod by the Manitoba Rights 
League of this city. A committee was 
appointed to visit meetings throuphout 
the northwest and it is probable that all 
organizations will bo induced to respect 
tho rights of Manitoba and the northwest 
by the forco of public opinion.

In view of tho approaching election in 
Limerick the municipal authorities have 
resolved not to lay down any those stones 
on the street until after the event. 

A partridge of peculiar plumage, sup- 
posed to have killed itself by flying against 
the telegraph wires, was t'oimd on the 
railway between Springfield and Cupar. 
Tho head is that of a pure partridge, but 
with the exception of the head and the 
tins of the wings the plumage is a pure 
white. 

Sir Samuel Marling, Bart., of Stanley 
Park, Stroud, whilst transacting business 
in his counting-house at Ebluy Mills, fell 
down in it fit and died before medical as- 
sistance could be procured. The deceas- 
ed who had great political and social in- 
fluence in the neighborhood, was T.i years 
of age. 

Dr. .John Ross, a well known medical 
practitioner in the northern counties, died 
at his residence in Inverness aftor,a lin- 
gering illness. Dr. Ross was a native of 
Sutherlandshite; and had a wife and ex- 
tensive practice, His reputation as a 
surgeon was very high, and as u skillful 
medical adviser he occupied the foremost 
place. 

A sad boating accident occurred off 
Ciroenock. Three men, named Ltoid, Al- 
exander Murdoch and William Murdoch 
(brothers) loft the harbor in a small boat 
for a ploasure sail, and it is supposed that 
during a sudden squall thu boat was cap- 
sized and all the occupants drowned. Tho 
body of Reid, together with the boat in 
which tho party sailed, have been re- 
covered. 

Mr. John Henry Chamberlain, one of 
the most prominent citizens of Birming- 
ham, died suddenly at a friend's house 
within half an hour of having delivered a 
lecturo upon art to the members of the. 
Birmingham and Midland Institute. Mr. 
Chamberlain, who was f>I years of age, 
was widely known, both in Birmingham 
and elsewhere, as an architect of much 
ability, and as an authority on art educa- 
tion. 

Michael Wattcrs, one of the band of 
Crossmaglon conspirators who were late- 
ly sentenced to ten years' penal servitude 
lias died in prison near Dublin, and he is 
already exalted to the position of marty- 
dom. Mr. Bealy, M. I', .stated that on 
Wednesday Lord Spencer had been guilty 
of the murder of this"unfot lunate man,'' 
who would go down to posterity as a mar- 
tyr. " 

The elopmont of a Dublin solicitor has 
caused great surprise among a largo circle 
of profession and private friends. He was 
one of tho leading members of the legal 
profession in Dublin, and has left behind, 



him a wife and family. By tho elopement 
and the absconding of Mr. Atkinson, tho 
rate colloctor, with defalcations amount- 
ing to over S'2, 000, two respectable fauiil- 
iies have been left deserted, one of them, 
numbering six children, being thrown in- 
to deep distress.

The account as 
published in tho Standard reads as fol- 
low*: 

PUBLIC MKETISG AT SOUTH KAANICH. 

The public meeting' called liy" Messrs. 
John and MoTavish wan held on Wed 
neaday evening last. Mr. Keay was call- 
ed to the chair and Mr. Lirethour actod as 
secretary. There were no visitors from 
Victoria, but about 30 or -10 ui the S:mu- 
ich electors wore present. The two mem- 
bers for the district addressed the 
meeting. There were several other 
speeches— the best speech, however, was 
made by Mr. Mcllmoyl. Throo resolu- 
tions werti unanimously passed, one con- 
demning the handing over to Canada of 
the Graving Dock, the second condemn- 
ing the Settlement Act,- and tlio third 
requesting the members, Messrs. John 
and MeTavish, to carry out the views of 
the meeting. So the ball mils against 
iniquitous Settlement Act. 

Reference to a roportof the same moot- 
ing published in this morning's Colonist 
will sliow the reader that the account of 
our esteemed contemporary is entirely 
wrong, except as to the names of tho 
chairman and secretary. All the rest is 
false, even to the sapient sonteti'ie — "So 
tho ball rolls against the iniquitous Set- 
tlement Act." The public will think 
that if the "ball" is rolling at all juat now 
it is against the Standard and its editor, 
who are doinp; their level best to destroy 
ihe Island railway and put tile country 
back for half a century. With respect to 
this bogus report I'i' tlio Siwinich meeting, 
however, it is known thai our contempor- 
ary has been Ihe victim of a huns. He 
walked abroad on Thursday in search of 
an unfavorable report tram Saan- 
ich and ho found it. A colored 
lad claims the credit (if any be at- 
tached to such a transaction) of stuff- 
ing the ex-missionary fuller than a Christ 
mas goose. The lad claimed to have at- 
tended the meeting, to have listened to 
the speeches, to have heard the resolu • 
tions passed unanimously, and to have 
carried the "glad tidings" to the ex -in. 
post haste. But the strangest part of the 
thing is this. The only person to wb.no 
the boy conmuinio ited his false intelli- 
gence was the ex missionary, who, it will 
ho remembered, has always repudiated 
all connection with the Standard, and yet, 
extraordinary to relate, the report ap- 
peared word for word in the Standurd on 
the followinir morning. The question 
that now agitates the political mind is 
this: If the ox -missionary has no con- 
nection with our esteemed morning con- 
temporary, how does it happen that a 
yarn that was communicated to him alone 
appeared in the Standard ! It seems clear 
that the ex-missionary has been fairly 
caught at last, and he might as well"owii 

up " _ 

TUfi a AOL AND LUNATIC ASY- 
LUM.. 

The overcrowded conditioifof those in- 
stitutions Iuih formed a frequent theme 
for newspaper comment, and it is scarcely 
necessary to refer to them again except to 
express un earnest hope that the pro- 
vincial government, who have already 
done much to advance the general inter- 
ests of tho country, will not fail during 
tho approaching session to direct tho at- 
tention of tho legislature to the radical 
change that is required to secure for the 
two most unfortunate classes in the world 
ample accommodation and perfect secur- 
ity. The picture of poor elemented Airs. 
St. Clair, abandoned by her husband and 
forgotten by her friends, lying in the cold 
draft of a prison pnat-aga-wny because 
there was no room for her in any of the 
cells, was not overdrawn. Several of the 
cells, which were built for two now con 
tain Bix persons, and as six nf the in 
mates are lunatics who cannot be sent to 
New Westminster because there is no 
room in the asylum there, the serious 
dilemma in which the priaonkcepers are 
nightly placed may be well imagined. The 
true solution ofthe rli flier, liy is this; The 
immediate enlargement of Ihe lunatic nay 
lum; tho sale of the site and buildings of 
the Victoria gaol; the erection of a pro- 
vincial penitentiary, and the erection of 
lock-ups for tho retention of their own 
prisoners by the municipalities of Vic- 
toria and Now Westminster, The ap- 
proaching influx of population renders it 
necessary that early action should be 
taken in this important matter.

" t Victoria district is solid for the Settle- 
ment Act. The government are winning 
victories everywhere. The ex-missionary 
and hia paper, and his Nanainio tools, are 
repudiated on all sides and the dodge 
about the map and "tin- ferry" will not 
savo them, They have committed them- 
selves against tho railway and the dock, 
and u ferryboat- cannot land them. They 
are forever overwhelmed by the tide of 
public opinion.

Woman Suit Vugo, dfcc". 

To the Uditok, — Of late two articles 
have appeared in your paper on woman 
suffrage; one, an editorial, and favorable; 
tho other, purporting to give its results 
in Wyoming, U. S. A., not so favorable. 

I forget what authority is given for the 
bitter's statement, but they are anony- 
mous, and cannot transcend in value those 
of a writer in the .North American Review 
for November, ISS.'l, p. 517, (a Dr. 
Lozier.) Governor Hoyt, of Wyoming, 
as quoted by Dr. Loxior, says of woman 
suffrage: "Under it we have bettor laws, 
officers, institutions, morals and a higher 
social condition than could otherwise ex- 
ist. Not one of the predicted evils, such 
as loss of dohcacy and disturbance of 
home relations, has followed in its train. 
After twelve years of happy experience, 
woman suffrage is rooted and established 
in the minds and hoarts of this people." 
Lozier closes his able paper as follows: 
'■'As woman in the march of the world's 
reform is last to be elevated, so may she 
be first in soeuring for it its final triumph 
in good government and the establish- 
ment of peace and prosperity on earth." 

As to woman's right of suffrage a New 
Yorker vigorously writes, "Why, yea, of 
ocurae. The man's question and the 
woman's question ate tho same, and the 
twain are of one tleah. In struggling for 
better conditions of life, both sexes are 
equally interested ; in winning them, both 
will be equally benefitted. When one 
sex rs wronged, both sexes suffer; when 
either sex" secures a right, it brings 
advantages to both sexes, bet us have 
the just thing in industry, in society, in 
law and in lifa, for both man and woman. ' 

At the approaching session of our legis- 
lature, in the proposed remodeling of the 
public school act a desirable change would 
be the introduction of a clause giving 
mothers of children attending the public 
school a right to vote for school trustees; 
whether or not. they themselves, or their 
husbands, be possessed of real estate. To 
the male sexes, now, the franchise for vot- 
ing at the trustee elections may err, as 
proved by experience, in being ultra lib- 
eral. 

It is to be regretted that at Victoria 
municipal elections so few women vote. 
In the British Isles about (100,000 have 
the right of municipal suffrage. At last 
trial in parliament the vote was closer 
than ever before, and the foremost states- 
men of the kingdi.ua were in favor of the 
bill for completing woman's suffrage- 
right. 

In Washington Territory an act has just 
passed tho legislature granting suffrage In 
worren.

EASTERN STATES. 
CINCINNATI, 0., Nov. 25. — Judge 
George Denny, late Ibis afternoon shot 
find killed James H. Anderson, in the 
hallway leading to Denny's law office.

— A number of 
magistrates in Ireland declare their in- 
tention of resigning otlice in conse- 
quence of the suspension of Lord Koss- 
more. 

Rome, Nov. 28. — Mr. Errington is 
trying to induce Cardinals Jacobini 
and Simeoni to urge the American 
bishops to take action regarding Irish 
agitators in America. The two cardin- 
als are not disposed to mix politics and 
religion, but are willing to speak pri- 
vately to individual bishops on the 
subject, 

Madrid, Nov. 28. — In coming away 
from the banquet, today tin- king re- 
marked to a distinguished personage, 
formerly with the Spanish embassy at 
j Paris: "I hope the French will now 
j let us alone. After tho explicit, de- 
! elara tions of my government, and after 
| sending Marshal Serrano, chief of the 
: party in power as a hostage to Paris, 
! the people of Prance must be endowed 
1 with very little political sagacity to 
believe that I was going to make a 
I hard and fast alliance with Germany.

I Maduid, Nov. 28. — The reception

with spontaneous enthusiasm, crowds 
always hastening to uncover themselves 
whenever the prince approaches. Al- 
fonso wears his Uhlan uniform, even 
at. civil banquets, and whenever the 
military bands play the German na- 
tional air they are applauded by crowds 
in I he street. 

EGYPT. 

Gaiho, Nov. 28. — It is reported at 
iChartourn that the statement is 
unfounded that Turkish officers of 
the continent, ordered for service in 
Soudan, refused to consent to join the 
expedition under command of Baker 
P«.sha. All the English non-commis- 
sioned officers in Egypt volunteer to 
go to the front. There is much enthu 
siasm among troops. 

Cairo, Nov. 28. — The Greek consul 
ai Khartoum, in a telegram of the 7th, 
says Hicks Pasha's forces were sur- 
rounded near ICordofan, and utterly 
destroyed. A panic prevails at Khar 
tonra, 

Khartoum, Nov. 28. — The position 
of affairs here is unchanged. The au- 
thorities are sending to the Blue Nile 
for supplies of corn. Foreign consuls 
resident here are leaving for safer 
places.

Customs and Legal Blanks 



San Francisco, Nov. 28.— I': is under - 
stood from well-informed sources that the 
announcement recently made by C. P. 
Huntington, relative to the improvement 
of properties acquired by the Central Pa- 
cific on Puget Sound will be carried into 
effect about June next. Attention will 
be bestowed at tho start on tho develop- 
ment of certain coal properties, with a 
view not only of supplying their own 
wants, but also to supply in a measure the 
market demands. This will necessitate 
the construction of dockage accommoda- 
tions, besides giving employment to up- 
wards of 1000 men inandabout tho mines. 
Fleet colliers will be placed on the line 
between the Sound and this port, in ad- 
dition to tho San Pedro and the Sail 
Pablo. The latter was built to take tho 
place of tho lost Tacoma, and is duo here 
the latter part of next month. It is also 
reported that Cramp is now occupied upon 
certain plans of other vessels for tho Cen- 
tral Pacific, which will bo constructed 
under the supervision of the engineer of 
the road, at presont in Philadelphia. It 
is expected by the above general plan, to- 
gether with facilities promised at the 
eastern end of tho Sunset route, to ob- 
tain control of the wheat traffic to Europe. 
Some time ago the Oregonjan stated that 
the Central Pacific had three large iron 
steamers on the way. It is quite prob- 
able they will be placed on the route be- 
tween New Orleans and Now York, via 
Cuba, until such a time as they are need- 
ed for the wheat trade across the At- 
lantic.

At! Interesting Case. 

At the Newmarket county court a 
case of interest to money-lenders was 
heard. Lord Charles Ker, who owns 
Bonstead Manor, near Newmarket, had 
borrowed a sum of money from a Mr. 
Steward, of Bond street, London, on 
the security of the furniture and live 
stock at the manor. His Lordship re- 
quired a further advance, which Stew- 
art hesitated to give, and a London 
money-lender named Brown was asked 
to advance £1, 500 and take over Stew- 
art's security.
